He gives a vivid picture of the build- 
ing of the snow hut, with frozen 
blocks rising tier “upon tier. A 
house, he says, capable of accommo- 
dating 6 family of six, can be finisb- 
ed in.two hours; while ane to serve 
one or two hupters, when traveling 
for a single night’s shelter, will rise 
like @ mushroom in an hour. The 
sleeping-place in such structures is 
formed by leaving a portion of the 
snow-drift_ out of which the blocks 
for the waNs were cut. This original 
bank seryes as a couch. On it is 
spread a Mat made from a kind of 
willow. Two or three layers of thick 
reindeer skin are pleced on the top of 
the mat, and the blankets, made of 
softer reindeer skin, are wrapped 
round the sleeper. Should tlie tem- 
yature within the house rise’ above 
reezing. point, the inmate has the 
sensation of feeling drops of water 


cooling his head and face, while in | 
cases of proneunced thaw, the whole | 
roof collapses: Such is the chief kind | 


of winter dwelling of the Eskimos on 
the coasts of Hudson Bay, Oumber- 
land Sound, and many other parts.
